However, Forbes* Magazine, under 
the caption—"Is America 
Becoming 
Decadent?” -asks a number of leading 
question* which I shall gladly answer. 
“I* America becoming decadent?" 
No. 
We have some would-be reformers 
and weak-kneed journalist* who are 
afflicted with mental and moral deca­ 
dence; but the American people a* a 
whole have not become inoculated with 
the virus. 
"Do w e no longer regard our prom­ 
ises and pledges as sacred?” 
We’ve always regarded our promises 
and pledges as sacred; and we do *<- 
yet today. 
• 
"Is our word no longer to be de­ 
pended upon?" 
It is to hr deponded upon 
at borne 
and abroad. 
"Aro we becoming lawless, having 
nothing hut contempt for law?’* 
No. 
But we’ve been tried to the utter­ 
most, by a lot of unnecessary and im­ 
practical laws placed upon our statute 
books at the instance 
of 
fanatical 
idealists and theoreticians. 
And these 
laws, which bid for law violation and 
invite disregard for law. should he 
repealed; and no others of like char­ 
acter should be passed. 
But the writer In Forbes' Magazine 
goes on to try to make his cite* that 
Americans are becoming 
decadent, 
that the American government Is be­ 
coming decadent; and, in his fanati­ 
cal and frantic effort, be adduce* a 
number of spurious examples of Amer­ 
ican decadence to which I shall devote 
some attention. 
"The Senate’s vote to allow coast­ 
wise ships to use the Panama Canal 
free, instead of on the same terms as 
all other ships as provided in the 
treaty, will certainly lower America a 
character in the eyes of every other 
nation." 
Piffle! 
What other nation is raising objec­ 
tions? 
What otttefl oat 100| cares 
i i 
picayune what we do about coastwise 
vessels? 
These coastwise vessels do 
not enter into competition with any 
foreign vesels. 
We haven’t 
broken 
our pledge- written, given or implied 
Piffle—mere piffle! 
“We promised to make pc Ace with 
Germany only in conjunction with the 
Allies." 
We didn t promise anything of the 
kind. 
We promised to make no peace 
with Germany until our associates in 
the war were ready to make peace 
and we kept that promise, loyally and 
faithfully; and they all made peace 
with Germany before we did. 
“It was America’s President w ho in­ 
duced Europe to form a League cl 
Nations; and then America was the 
first country that refused to join it.” 
America’s President hag no consti­ 
tutional power or authority to do an y ­ 
thing of the kind; 
and 
European 
statesmen all knew this fact; and the 
United States Senate warned them that 
America would not euler any such 
league. 
No national promises were 
broken; no national pledges were vio­ 
lated. 
America keeps ber w ord ; America is 
not decadent. 
#But as much cannot be said for a 
lot of scalaway journalists and cheap 
politicians, who claim to be Ameri­ 
cans—but are all the time talking and 
writing against America.

This 
means that the rats cannot he speared 
in houses and houses cannot be opened 
for {dating traps therein. The law- 
prior to m*J permitted melting traps 
in houses. 
Many arrest.* have been 
made for this offense.' 
It might be 
stated further for the information cl 
trappers that muskrats can he taken 
in no way except with trap.-, also that 
dogs cannot be used in getting mink: 
otherwise mink can be taken in any 
manner.” 
Several reports have been en rent 
of muskrat houses in this county be­ 
ing opened to permit of traps being 
set therein, and from the above It will 
be seen that such trappers are violat­ 
ing the law and are subject to arrest 
and fine. 
The laws are marie for pro­ 
tection of the muskrats, practically the 
only fur-'earing Animal left in thin 
section in any great numbers. 
lf in­ 
discriminate trapping methods are al­ 
lowed the rats will in a short time be­ 
come extinct and for that reason the 
law should be given the w holehearted j 
supped of the trappers.
